It could have been the remark 
likening Soccer House to the Krem- 
lin in last week’s “Record” but not 
only news, but good news has come 
from the Board of Management. I 
can’t blame them for wanting it 
shouted from the rooftops because it 
does them credit, and this is the 
sort of news I want you to read. 


No fewer than 22 schools will be 
provided with soccer: equipment in- 
cluding goal posts, balls, etc. This is 
great; who ever heard of a youngster 
who didn’t want to wear his school 
colors and represent it.Proper gear 
is essential and this is what these 
schools will have. 


Well done, members of the board, 
you get the accolade from me, and 
1 tell you something, I don’t lightly 
bestow honors. The kids of today 
are the very life blood of the game, 
and this move will pay handsome 
dividends. 

Another move afoot is a fine pro- 
duction, “The Adidas Guide to the 
Rules of Soccer for Junior Players”. 
This is an excellent. booklet, but un- 
fortunately issue is being delayed 
pending the approval of the Victorian 
Referees Association, to whose atten- 
tion I draw notice to the fact that 
time is on the wing. 


There are a couple of points in 
this booklet which are not strictly 
according to the official manuscript, 
but for heaven’s sake this is so that 
kids ‘can learn the basic principles. 
Unless I miss my guess the Referees 
sare likely to put this booklet through 
my 34 close scrutiny and pick a few 

les in it. 





Just for “The Record” I could sug- 
gest that some referees could throw 
away the good book they operate 
from, and use the simple interpreta- 
tions which are in this fine book. 
Soccer is a simple game and a simple 
approach to the rules, especially for 
youngsters, is a must. 

It should have. been done years 
ago, however, full marks to the Fede- 
ration and to Adidas for producing 
something to fill a much needed 
want. Some of you fans who might be 
a bit rusty on the Rules and Laws 
of the game, keep your eyes open. 
Take my word for it, they will be at 
the “Park” soon. That is, if the Refe- 
rees smarten up on their approval 
of the book, which certainly has mine. 

I wonder if the press comment on 
the need for a “crash course in Eng- 
jish because a migrant youngster 
didn’t know who Polly Farmer is” 
was a true report on the statement 
al'eged to have been made by the 
Minister for Education, Mr. Lindsay 
Thompson. : 

I personally doubt it and in any 
case a Polly Farmer could be a par- 
rot breeder from Wooloomooloo. 
Soccer is at last getting a fair deal 
in the schools and I believe it is the 
Minister’s sporting interest which has 
brought this about.
